LITERARY STRICTURES. 
“ Laugh when we must, be candid when we can.” 


The avidity with which young minds enter into 
any plan for the dissemination of their unfledged 
ideas, and the consequent gratification resulting 
from a display of their mental energies, is a strik- 
ing proof that, however vanity may not be a ruling 
principle of the mind, it is at least an inherent 
quality of our nature, and that its operation is 
more certain than those distinguishing qualities of 
mind, the affected pretensions to which are fre- 
quently the effect of its most inward workings.— 
If we examine some of our modern pretenders 
to talent and genius, it will take but little pains 
to discover the tallaciousness of their pretensions, 
and the barrenness of their faculties, leaving us 
but this item of discovery to account for that un- 
wearied application we often find bestowed where 
there is no fundamental active principle to be 
cherished by either attention vr diligence, namely, 
that vanity only inspires where inspiration of any 
other kind nature has ungenerously denied; and 
that it is not intellect, but the ineflectual assuming 
of intellectual gifts that is often substituted for 
the stamina of intelligence, or the germ of origi- 
nality. Thus may we trace poets seeking their 
own self-gratulation in the accordance merely of 
their syllables, as we observe the meaner animals 
to be pleased with those factitious modulations in 
vented either for the substantial purposes of utili- 
ty, or mere animal gratification, without cither 
knowing the principles of their operation, or the 
pany with which that principle is endued — 

nd in the more important department of litera- 
ture the weakness of narrow minds is as frequently 
manifested : prose, no less than poetry, is as com- 
monly made the vehicle for impotence to exert, 
or ignorance to expose itself, while there is often 
nothing exemplified in its most serious moods 
that could be consistently allied with any thing 
beyond mere colloquial. phraseology, the trifling 
merit of sounding importance aot being even as- 
sumed. And here, to hazard a proposition, and 
a novel one at least, are these writers more to be 
pitied than they who excel in the knack where in- 
genuity of rhyme costs some exertions, and who 
ave gratified in some measure, in the considera- 
tion that they have succeeded in a way that @gn. 
not but be gratifying to their self-importagte, 
however trifling may be their reason for congratu- 
lating themselves on the applause of the world-or 
the recording voices of posterity. The other we 
would observe, have therefore the least probabil. 
ity of gaining their own good opinion to crown 
their labours, as they frequently write only as 
they would converse, using neither dignity of 
style nor expression of language to compensate 
for the labour of committing their words in form 
to paper; the mere transcripts of what in conver- 
sation would be considered insipid, and reduced 
to the more attractive form of print, worthy of 
no more honourable appellation than systematic 
dullness. 

Simplicity in style is certainly a literary deside- 
ratum of great moment, but like many other 
qualities of equal importance, it may be often 
subverted; for he who could be as easy and un- 
assuming in his manner of writing as he would 
be in common discourse, certainly mistakes rude- 
ness for simplicity and sacrifices taste and elegance 
without substituting any the graces with which 
language abounds as a counterbalance. Simplicity 
may, therefore, be said to be studied, to be grace- 
ful; but true as the position may be in a certain 
sense, it nevertheless admits of a strong objection 
—that they most excel who are most fit by na- 
ture to attempt—and that natural predisposition 
supplies more than all that study or expernence 
cat) bestow. 

Some, mistaking the facility with which they 
are enubled to arrange their ideas, immediately 
flatter themselves that they are possessed of the 
requisites to excel in a department wherein, as al- 
ready observed, talent is more necessary and na- 
ture mere competent to the end of excellence 
than all that experience can suggest; and hence 
the existence of some ephemeral journals is more 
a reproach to the encouragers of misguided exer 
tion than a subject tor gratulation to the candi 
and hberal on the score of Imerary improvement : 
Encouraging as they do the impotence of those to 
whom nature has denied every thing and in whom 
199 no ch fect compensated for by either study or 
atiention, they are the unfortunate mediums 
through which the blindness of ignorance and the 
offsprings of vanity are displayed worthy more 
pity and contempt than public reprebension: thus 
are poor writers Aattered into an idea of their own 
importance, ard many are content to forego the 
more honourable qualities of manhood for the 
petty gratification of becoming bad authors. The 
journals aliuded to are not such as daily come 
before the attention of the generality of readers, 
heing mote mtended to answer the purpose of 
juvenile recreation than any purposé of extensive 
utihtv—their own unimportance serving to confine 
a circulation that were as well never attempted : 
but the circumstance that they are exclusively 
devoted to juvenile efforts, is perhaps an evil to 
be deplored, as the disposition of that part of the 
community towards taking advantage of the op- 
nortumpnes they afford tor their exertions is nei. 
ther checked by the difficulties of admission, nor 
their labuurs chastened by the strictures of criti 
cism. 

If in this candid declaration of our sentiments, 
we have assumed a tone of severity which may 
lay us open to the imputation of harshness in opi- 
nion, it is because we think the great interests of 
literary truth and consistency require our most 
undesiating efforts for their preservation, unawed 
by any considerations of hostility from disposi- 
tions, whose weakness it has been our endeavour 
to expose. In certain caves, the cavillings of 
critics may go some length to reform, while in 
some, rejormation were in vain attempted, and 
criticism but misapplied: what then remains but 
that the unequivocal accents of truth should be 
heard, and that the strictures of judgment should 
be manifested through the powertul agency of 
the pen. CLIO.

The 
officers and crew of the Grampus have been 28 
days on guard, sleeping on deck and using the ut- 
most vigilance to prevent a surprise from such a 
number of prisoners. Eleven other prisoncts are 
on board the brig. 

Lieutenant Gregory is one of the last officers in 
the American service that a Spanish privateer, or 
indeed any other armed vessel, should attempt to 
trifle with. He is not to be deceived, and he nn- 
derstands the use and application of his force 
whenever his duty calls for tts employment.

“The Municipa- 
lity had issued a proclamation to the mi- 
litia, .dvising them to retire to their homes, 
which however had not its desired effect, 
they refusing tomarch off until justice had 
been executed upon the guilty. 

New scenes of riot and bloodshed were 
anticipated at Madrid on the night of the 
18th, when it was said, that the sabre and 
hammer would be freely used. ‘The Con- 
stitutionalists are reported to hive cut the 
throats of the Bishop and Clergy, at Cata- 
lonia, 

Advices had been received from Bay-
